Columbus, O., Nov. 7.—D. S. Crea- 


mer, Democrat, probably has defeated 
Charles C. Green, Republican, 
for 


state treasurer. The vote bet%veen 
the two candidates is so close that 
it probably will take the official count 
to decide to a certainty. 
Friends of 


both are busy getting in all tbe re- 
turns, unofficial, official or even esti- 
mates, that they can obtain. The fig- 
ures of both show Creamer to be 
about 1,000 in the lead. At the Dem- 
ocratic state headquarters Creamer's 
election 
was 
claimed by at 
lea&t 


1,000. It was declared that his plur- 
ality would be increased by later re- 
ports. 
Chairman ' Finley 
also ex- 


pressed hope that Judge Rockwell for 
lieutenant governor mighr be pulled 
through. 
Mr. Creamer expressed the 


opinion that he had been 
elected 


treasurer by a plurality of 10,000. 
At 
Republican 
state 
headquarters 


no statement was given out, but it 
was admitfed that the vote between 
the two candidates for treasurer was 
very close, with the official vole need- 
ed to decide. 
The committee, how- 


ever, claimed that Mr. Green had a 
slight advantage. 


While the defeat of Fullington for 


auditor was predicted at the Demo- 
cratic headquarters, the claims of the. 
Republican committee of 20,000 or 
more for Fullington were not verj 
strenuously disputed. Mr. Fullington 
himself expressed confidence that he 
was elected auditor by at least 20,000. 
The Democratic committee held out 
no hopes of any other candidates on 
the state ticket except Creamer be- 
low the governorbeing elected except 
the remote chance of Rockwell gain- 
ing by the official count.

in the court had already been discov- 
ered in several precincts, and it was 
calculated that if only three ballots 
in each of the 4.043 voting precincts 
in Illinois were taken from Deneen 
and given on recount to Stevenson, 
the latter would be found to have 
won the election.
